SOCIETY GIVEN

The Adams County Historical So­ 
ciety has been given a 39-year 
lease on historic “Old Doorm” on 
the Gettysburg Lutheran Theo­ 
logical Seminary campus and ex­ 
pects to occupy the building within 
a year, it was disclosed at the so­ 
ciety’s October meeting Tuesday 
evening. 
Dr. Frederick Tilberg, a m em ­ 
ber of the historical society and 
of a community committee that 
raised funds for the repair and 
restoration of the sem inary build­ 
ing that is a relic of the Battle 
of Gettysburg, said repairs al­ 
ready have begun. 
Exterior walls have been re­ 
paired and pointed and workmen

the original structure. Dr. Tilberg 
said $100 is available from the 
Gettysburg chapter of the Daugh­ 
ters of the American Revolution to 
help in refurbishing the first and 
second floors of the building for

TELLS LEAGUE 
OF HER RECENT 
TOUR OF RUSSIA 


The Woman’s League of Gettys­ 
burg College met Tuesday after­ 
noon in the basement of Christ 
Lutheran Church, and heard Dr. 
Dorothy Douglas, visiting profes­ 
sor of sociology at Gettysburg 
College, discuss her recent trip 
to Russia. 
She was a m em ber of a tour 
last summer which included cler­ 
gymen. doctors, college professors 
and a number of other profession­ 
al and business people. There were 
also several emigres returning to 
Russia, after many years, to visit 
relatives. Out of the group she 
and several others spoke the lan­ 
guage 
which 
enabled 
’hem 
to 
communicate freely with the peo­ 
ple. 
Dr. Douglas said that travel is 
strictly regulated with a large 
number of m ajor cities available 
to choose 
from. 
However, 
she 
added, there was no access to 
Siberia. Soviet Far East or the 
Baltic states. She pointed out that 
a guide, usually a language stu­ 
dent from the university, accom­ 
panied the 
group. 
“ Inside 
the 
city,” she added, 
“they found 
themselves free to go where they 
wanted and to talk to anyone. 
People .seemed eager to talk and 
had all kinds of questions. 
“Invited Into Homes" 
“ Many (rf the group were in­ 
vited into homes to spend the eve­ 
ning.” She added that a new con­ 
tact plan worked very well; two 
or three mem bers of the group 
would walk up to a door in an 
apartm ent house, ring the bell, 
and say, “ We are American tour­ 
ists interested in seeing how the 
Russian people live 
Would you 
let us take a look?” She said that 
the result was in every case an 
hospitable “yes” and usually the 
beginning of a long talk punc­ 
tuated with refreshm ents. 
Dr. Douglas pointed out that 
“ construction is going on every­ 
where. 
Overcrowded 
conditions 
still exist. Women can be seen 
operating heavy cranes, serving 
as engineers, and they outnum­ 
ber men in some of the profes­ 
sions, such as medicine.”

G erald Hudson, a juvenile delin­ 
quent who becam e a vicious killer 
at the age of 23, today was added 
to the FBI list of "IO most w anted 
m en.” 
Hudson, now 31, has been at 
large since August 1957, when he 
escaped 
from the 
Pennsylvania 
State Penitentiary at Bellefonte. 
He had served slightly m ore than 
five years of a IO to 20 year sen­ 
tence for the 1951 m urder of an 
acquaintance, John Ferguson, at 
Fayette City, Pa. 
Hudson fled, leaving a note say­ 
ing he planned to kill som e people 
and then com m it suicide. 
He was caught four months la t­ 
er by Pennsylvania State Police at 
Smithfield. He was found asleep 
and had a revolver, rifle and shot­ 
gun. His sta te penitentiary sen­ 
tence followed. 
The FBI said Hudson started his 
crim e career at 16 with a long 
series of autom obile thefts.

Hudson was in the Army in the 
1940s and got an undesirable dis­ 
charge in 1949 for breaking re ­ 
strictions.

Hudson is a native of Rostrav- 
er, Pa.

FOOTBALLER 
EARNS MANY 
NICKNAMES

UNIVERSITY PARK, Pa. (AP) 
—'What’s in a name? 
Very little, if you analyze the 
growing list of nicknames being 
tagged on Richie Lucas. Penn 
State’s brilliant quarterback. 
Lucas, off to a tremendous start 
in his final year of collegiate com­ 
petition. has been called almost 
everything since he started throw­ 
ing passes for the Nittany Lions. 
Right now, "Riverboat Richie” 
is the sportwriters’ favorite: Last 
year, K was "Ramblin’ Richie.’’ 
And, 
in 
his 
aophomore 
year. 
"Reckless Richie” got a big play. 
None of them quite fit. however, 
if you talk to head coach Rip En 
gle. backfield Coach Joe Paterno, 
or Lucas himself. 
"Versatile” is what Engle would 
call him. Paterno likes “confi 
dent,” and adds Lucas is a "per 
fectionist.” 
Richie himself isn’t fussy. 
"I don’t care what they call me. 
just so I’m able to do the job the 
coaches and my teammates ex­ 
pect of me.” says the 21-year-old 
Glassport. Pa., lad. 
He picked up the "Reckless” 
tag following the Penn State-West 
Virginia game in 1957. On a fourth 
down, long yardage punt situation 
Lucas fooled his opponents by run­ 
ning for a big gain, a first down 
and what proved to be the key 
play in the Lions’ victory. 
The 
"Ramblin’ ’’ 
designation 
likely grew out of Lucas' ability 
to gain yardage in keeping the ball 
on option plays. 
"Riverboat Richie” portrays Lu­ 
cas as a gambler, complete with 
aces up his sleeves and all sorts 
of slight-of-hand tricks to befud­ 
dle opponents. 
"But Richie rarely gambles.” 
Engle said. "He may take what 
I call a calculated risk on occa­ 
sion.” 
Engle says Lucas is the "best 
all-around quarterback'’ in the na­ 
tion. "He passes, punts and runs 
with equal ability,” Engle as­ 
serts. 
Last year Lucas scored 40 points, 
intercepted two passes, averaged 
37.3 yards on 29 punts, gained 295 
yards on the ground and com­ 
pleted 36 of 80 passes for 483 
yards and three touchdowns. 
He's off toward an even more 
inpressive record this year.

Tlte recent activities of Nikita 
Khrushchev have been generating 
some wishful thinking in the West. 
Yet, upon examination, the Soviet 
Prem ier'* 
China 
trip 
actually 
should tend to cast suspicion upon 
the peaceful sentiments he ex­ 
pressed during hts tour of the 
United States. 
In Red China, Khrushchev at­ 
tended the 10th anniversary cele­ 
bration of the Communist take­ 
over. What went on appears to 
have moved some in the West to 
speak hopefully of a Soviet-Chi- 
nese cleavage 
But how much of what it hears 
about this can the West afford to 
trust? 
From 
outward 
appear­ 
ances. there would seem to have 
been some coolness between the 
Soviet chief and the Red Chinese 
leadership. 
However, 
assessing 
this, one finds it difficult to forget 
that the men now ruling the Com­ 
munist world spent most of their 
lives in the school of deviousness 
and subterfuge. 
Conflict Posiiblo 
Possibly there are some points 
of conflict between Khrushchev 
and the Red Chinese. 
Perhaps 
there are ruffled Chinese feathers. 
But the evidence indicates a broad

area of collaboration in foreign 
policy between Moscow and Pei­ 
ping. 
The Soviet leader’s Peiping trip 
coincided with a meeting of top- 
ranking Communist leaders and 
delegations from all corners of the 
earth. The Peiping celebration, as 
sim ilar occasions in Moscow have 
done, provided a convenient ex­ 
cuse for a Communist internation­ 
al session. 
It would be naive to believe all 
that took place in Peiping was 
broadcast or published or, indeed, 
that anything was made public 
which was not in the interests of 
the Communist movement. One 
must assum e Khrushchev gave 
world Communist leaders his view 
ot how’ his U.S. tour fitted in with 
Communist world designs. 
Discord Caused 
It might be comforting to think 
Khrushchev's American visit re­ 
sulted in 
aggravations between 
Moscow and Peiping. A super­ 
ficial glance at what took place 
in Peiping might give rise to such 
a conclusion. But perhaps that is 
what the Communists want the 
West to believe. 
By stating it would be unwise 
to test the durability of tile cap­ 
italist world by force of arms, 
Khrushchev put himself in the 
clear. If anything happens now in 
Asia, is he responsible in any 
way? Did he not warn against it? 
The initiative for creating inter­ 
national crisis still is in the hands 
of the Communist*. They can do 
so when they wish in Berlin, on 
the borders of .Asia, in the For­ 
mosa Strait, in Southeast Asia, on 
the India frontier, or a number of 
other places. 
Mora Trouble Ahaad 
The Communist* have deliber­ 
ately provoked cruses in the past. 
Why? Obviously because they had 
need for crises at those moments. 
The need will ar use again, sooner 
or later, and the Communists will 
pull the rug from under those who 
have been dream ing of a future 
free of tension. 
When the tim e comes, Khrush- 
cnev can easily tell his own peo 
pie he tried hi* best for peace 
and was thwarted. He can blame 
the other side.

She told him the boy was asleep 
upstairs and that Mrs. Scott was 
with him. Actually, there was no 
one else in the house. 
Has Record 
This startled the intruder and 
he m ade Miss M cFetridge leave 
with him. He drove through Mar- 
ple Township with her, finally re­ 
turning to the Scott home where 
he let her out. He warned he 
would kill her if she said anything 
about his presence. 
As he drove away. Miss M cFet­ 
ridge noted his automobile license 
number, which was the clue po­ 
lice needed. 
Dillon, described as a consult­ 
ing engineer, denied any knowl­ 
edge of the kidnap attem pt.
